veins. She recovered consciousness, but 
at 2:30 o’clock Saturday afternoon Dr.

HOUSE SPENDS $2500 WORTH 
OF. TIME ON A HORSESHOEING 
BILL “AMOUNTING TO $237.66 


Missouri Representatives Call 
Money Spent by State De-. 


partment Extravagant. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The sum 
of $237.66 spent by thé State Department 
last year for shoeing horses was charac- 
terized as extravagance by Representa- 
tives Hamlin and Clark of Missouri in 
the House. They failed, however, to 
have the apprepriation cut. 

“Wha should be. said if we undertook 
to curtail. the horseshoeing bill of the 
Secretary of State, whom we entrust 
with even the great question of whether 
we shall go to war?’’inquired Mr. Mann 
of Illinois, derisively. 

Mr. Burke of Pennsylvania subsequent- 
ly terminated the long debate with the 
following remark: 

“I will remind the House that it costs 
$10,000 a day to run this House and we 
have already spent $2600 worth of time 
on the cost of shoeing horses.”

Banker’s Testament Is Filed 
With Son’s-Request for 
Secrecy. 


NO’ CHARITY BEQUESTS 


Boatmen’s President Had 
Donated $690,000 During 
His Lifetime. 


With a request that his father’s will 
be kept from the public, Edgar C. 
Lackland, son of the late Rufus J. 
Lackland, former president of the Boat- 
men’s Bank, med the instrument in the 
Probate Court saortly after noon, Satur- 
day. It covers six pages, partly writ- 
ten and partly typed, but no estimate 
of the lat®financier’s wealth, which is 
supposed by friends to have been more 
than a million, was given. There were 
no bequests to cnarity. 

The original will, which has been add- 
ed to from time to time, was drawn 
June -21, 1900,.and was witnessed by 
William H. Thomson, cashier of the 
Boatmen’ Ss Bank, and, E. M. Hubbard, 
assistant -cashier. 

To:Mrs. Sarah Scott, a daughter, were 


‘left the horses and equipages of her 


father. Household goods in the bank- 

er’s late residence, designated ‘1623 Lu- 

eas place,”’ were left to his children. 
Estate Divided in Fifths. 

The will recites that Lamartine and 

orrison Lackland, sons, received their 
full share of the estate in advance. A 
codicil announces, however, that since 
this dispensation the maker accumulat- 
ed considerable and that $12,000 2ddition- 
al be given the sons. In a more recent 
addition to the will the éxecutor is di- 
rected to pay the sons $25,000 more in- 
stead of $12,000. 

The estate is divided in five parts. 
One-fifth part, the will directs, is to go 
to each of the following: WBdgar C., 
Lackland, a son; Mrs. Fannie Taylor, 
Mrs. Sarah Scott and Mrs. Margaret A. 


Ives, daughters. The latter is the wife 


of Prof. Halsey’ C. Ives, 

‘AnOther daughter, Mrs. Mary 8. Treze- 
vant, is to have a fifth of the estate 
held in trust by her brother, Bdager °C, 
Lackland. 


Mrs. Trezevant, under the terms of 


‘| the will, is to *be held free from any 


debts she may. have contracted: up’ to 
the present time. If she attempts to 
encumber the will, or to anticipaté it’s 
income, she is to forfeit her share, 
which shall then be divided among the 
other children. Mrs. Trezevant is said 
to be traveling in Switzerland at present. 
While the will is in process of proba- 
tion, the instrument directs Mrs. Treve- 
vant shall receive $150 a month. 

The will also pfovides that any 
advances made to the children since 
July 8, 1898, shall be charged against 
their respective shares without inter- 
est. Thomas J, Scott, a son-in-law, is 
to have control of the Lackland farm 
in St. Louis’ County. Any heir who 
contests the will does so at his or her 
peril. <A provision specifies that such 
beneficiary shall lose their interest. 
Edgar C. Lackland is named executer 
without bond. 

Picqued at Publicity. 

The first codicil, written July 22, 1904, 
provides that the sons-in-law, Scott ana 


‘Ives, shall act as trustees for the share 


of Mrs. Trezevant’s share if Edgar C. 
Lackland refuses to/ act in tiat. ca- 
pacity. Another codicil, written Oct. 18, 
1909, appoints a grandson, Edgar L. Tay- 
lor, substitute for Edgar C. Lackland 
as trustee of Mrs. Trezevant’s share. 
Two of the heirs, Mrs, Taylor and Lam- 
artine Lackland, are dead. 

Rufus J. Lackland was 9 years old 
when he died. He was one of St. Louis’ 
foremost financiers and had given free- 
ly to charity. A close personal friend, 
asked about the failure of the banker 
to provide charitable bequests in his 
will, declared that Lackland told him 
he had given at least $600,000 to chari- 
table projects. 

Edgar C. Lackland secmed dis- 
pleased by the..announcement of 
clerks that the will-was a public 
record and could not be kept from 
the press.

Rob Him of Bag Containing 
$1800 in. Busy Street, but 
Lose It in Chase. 


Two daylight footpads stopped 18-year- 
old August Lienhop as he “drove out 


Cass avenue, the busiest of North 8t.’ 


Louis streets, at 10:20 a. m., Saturday, 
and while one held his horse the other 
seized from the seat of the open buggy 
a sack containing $1800 in bills-and coin, 
which the youth had just obtained from 
the Cass Avenue Bank. 

August jumped from the buggy seat 
and pursued the man with the sack a’ 
block east to Seventeenth street, and 
half a block north to the mouth of an 
Een There the robber, hampered by. 

a long overcoat, and seeing that he 
would be overtaken, dropped the sack 
after having first thrust his hand into 
its mouth. When the recovered money 
was counted. $25 was missing. 

Robber Makes Escape. 

The robber escaped while the youth 
was picking up the’ scattered paper 
money, which a gust of wind had biown 
out of the half-open sack. His con- 
federate was lost sight of in the chase, 
August describes the man who ran with 
the sack as having light hair and wear- 
ing dark clothing, including. @. black’ 
overcoat, and blac soft hat. The man 
who held the horse, he says, was short, 
heavy set and dark, with black, bushy 
hair.

$41,500.. The next year, 1900, Fraticia ap- 
peared and made a sworn return, re- 
cucing his assessment to $30,100. When 
he made his third sworn return fn 1901 
he gave the value of his personal prop- 
erty at $34/800. 
Assessment Is Increased. 

That .was the last personal return 
Francis made. Since then the Assessor 
has gradually increased his personal as- 
sessment to $75,000, where it remained 
until Assessor Brinkop raised 
$2,000,000 an

Patten sailed this morning, abruptly 
ending his tour of “looking around” 


after he had been hustled out of the 
Manchester Cotton Exchange and broke 
some sprinting records in getting away 
from a jeering, hooting mob which 
was at his heels. As a result most of 
his “looking’ around” was done from a 
vantage point of barred doors. 

Patten does not like Bngland. He said 
so this morning. Neither does England 
like Patten. It said so yesterday and 
again today. The mob was its first 
mouthpiece and its powerful newspapers 
the second. 

Patten thinks England needs broaden- 
ing. England thinks Patten ought to 
have his wings clipped, especially when 
he goes to cornering cotton, which is 
the mainspring of the great Lancashire 
industries, 

“T never saw people so narrow," ” sald 
Patten, referring to the cotton spinners 
of Manchester. 

“The impudence of Patten is astonish- 
ing,” retorts the Westminster Gazette. 

Newspapers Rap Him. 

‘They ought to travel a bit,’ reflects 
Patten, thinking of how differént it 
would have been if they bad tried to 
chase him out of the Chicago Board of 
Trade when he had his “gang behind 
him,” 

“The cornering of the necessaries of 
life is monstrous,” observes the Pall 
Mall Gazette, 

And so the controversy went on until 
F'atten departed ‘these peaceful shores, 
and shut from his sight, perhaps for- 
ever, its hard-headed citizens. . « 

“Until the people of Manchester, thé 
cotton spinners, learn more of the fund- 
armental principles of their business and 
travel a bit, they will never be abla 
to compete successfully with the world,'' 
wags the parting shot of the speculator 
as he delivered the checks of his lug: 
guge to the purser of the Mauretania. 

Of course England and especially 
Manchester, is trembling today at the 
thought of what Patten will do when 
he gets back home. They expect him 
} to tackle the cotton market right off, 
corner. it and tie it into a double bow 
knot, But they are sure of one thing, 
anyway. ‘They are sure he will not 
come back and if he does that he will 
not visit the Manchester Cotton Bx- 
change. 

Glad He Got Out Safe. 

But on his way back he will have 
time to read this from the Westmin- 
ster Gazette: 

“We are glad that the American 
cotton king got out of the Manches- 
ter Cotton Exchange with nothing 
worse than some hustling and hoot- 
ing, but cannot profess any sympathy 
‘for his wounded feelings. We are 
astonished that he had the impudence, 
considering the injury which his op- 
erations had done, to presume or the 
courtesy generally accorded visitors 
from across the Atlantic. 

“Men who make corners in raw ma- 
terials, in men, life and labor, are no 
longer sent to prison, but they cannot 
reasonably expect to be welcomed by 
the people who have suffered through 
their operations.”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette is not so bit- 
ter, but it alms at the same end.
